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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on January 
13, 2010 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-5 and 7-21 (renumbered 1-20) are allowed. The following is an 
examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art of record is 
Hashimura (US 2002/0033557). Hashimura is directed to a tire laminate comprised of 
(a) an innerliner formed of a thermoplastic material and (b) an adhesive composition 
having a thickness between 1 and 100 microns (Paragraph 34). One of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time of the invention, however, would not have found it obvious to form 
said adhesive composition in accordance to the claimed invention. In particular, the 
prior art references of record fail to suggest, disclose, or teach an adhesive composition 
including a first terpene resin and a second aromatically modified terpene resin in a ratio 
between 70:30 and 50:50, wherein said adhesive has a self tack less than 5 N and a 
tack to an unvulcanized diene based rubber between 10.1 N and 20 N.
